Shrubs which -have been grafted 
need an occasional checking over to 
make sure that the new! growth is 
all above the graft. 
As shown in the Garden-Graph, 
any suckers which grow from below 
the graft on roses, flowering al­ 
monds, grafted lilacs or fruit trees 
should be removed as soon as dis­ 
covered. 
To allow these suckers to 
remain weakens the top of the plant 
and In time may result in practical­ 
ly killing out the grafted top. 
Shallow-rooted poplars, elms, and, 
sometimes, lilacs occasionally throw 
up numerous suckers from the lat­ 
eral roots which may become trou­ 
blesome if allowed to survive.

Shrubs which ‘ have been grafted 
need an occasional checking over to

As shown in the Garden-Graph, 
any suckers which grow from below 
the graft on roses, flowering a l­ 
monds. grafted lilacs or fruit trees 
should be removed as soon as dis­ 
covered 
To allow these sucker* to 
remain weakens the top of the plant 
and in time may result In practical­ 
ly killing out the grafted top 
Shallow-rooted poplars, elms, and, 
sometimes, lilacs occasionally throw 
up numerous suckers from the lat­ 
eral roots which may become trou­ 
blesome if allowed to survive.

In regard to wages, the company will further discuss the wage question and any 


other question in the proposed contract, when the basis is established in the recognition 


clause, which the company proposes shall be as in the former contract, namely 


Recognition — 


The employer recognizes the union "s the sole collective bargaining agency under

When the difficulties over the so-called recognition clause are removed, negotiations 


can be promptly resumed on wages and other points with some prospect of settling on a 


contract.
